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MPs slam management of Thames Gateway plan 


A LABOUR MP has cautioned 
against repeating the housing mis¬ 
takes of the 1960s with the mas¬ 
sive Thames Gateway project. 

This week, an influential MPs’ committee 
warned that the project, set up to deliver 
160,000 houses and 180,000 jobs by 2016, 
could become a “public spending calamity’. 

Derek Wyatt MP, a junior member of the 
Government, said he was “nervous” about the 
way it was being delivered and the quality of 
the housing being built. 

But in an interview with Kent on Sunday, 
the woman in charge of delivering the plans, 
Thames Gateway chief executive Judith 
Armitt, defended the project. 

The Thames Gateway covers an area stretch¬ 
ing 40 miles eastwards from Canary Wharf to 
the mouth of the Thames Estuary, taking in 
Dartford, Gravesham, Medway and Swale. 

The entire project will cost hundreds of 
millions of pounds, much of which will come 
from the public purse. 

Mr Wyatt, who was a member of the commit¬ 
tee that produced the report and is the MP for 
Sittingbourne and Sheppey, said that high-den- 
sity housing was “making families vulnerable”. 

He said: “After the war, in the 1960s, it was 
decided the way to do cheap housing was to 
build high-rises. Now we’re taking them down 
or we will take them down. 

“They have not created a sensible communi¬ 
ty, they’ve alienated people. If we build tens of 
thousands of houses in the Gateway my worry 
is we will relocate the mistakes in housing we 
made with the high-rises.”

Mr Wyatt said the project’s “underlying flaw” 
was that its management did not have enough 
power. 

He added: “It is always going to be in negotia¬ 
tion. It’s because there’s no ownership, it is not 
a development corporation like Canary Wharf 
was. It crosses unitary authorities, some London 
boroughs and district councils. That’s insane.” 

He also said Section 106 Agreements, where¬ 
by council planners approve housing develop¬ 
ments only when infrastructure such as 
schools and shops are included, should be 
made compulsory. 

He continued: “Before we build more houses, 
I told the Prime Minister last week in Number 
10, we must make Section 106s compulsory. 

“Planning departments are in awe of big 
builders and they’ve got their way. The power 
is with the developers.” 

The House of Commons Committee of Public 
Accounts’ report said that “significant 
improvement” of the Department for 
Communities and Local Government’s man¬ 
agement of the scheme was necessary. 

The department has so far spent £673 mil¬ 
lion on the project, which is supposed to deliv¬ 
er a wide range of infrastructure. 

The report, which described the project’s 
management as “weak”, warned that unless 
serious changes happened, “it will remain a 
series of disjointed projects and is unlikely to

County about to get closer to Europe 


KENT will move closer to Europe tomorrow 
when the new Ebbsfleet International 
Station opens its doors for the first time. 

The new station has been built on land 
between Swanscombe and Northfleet, near 
to Bluewater shopping centre, and will con¬ 
nect to the new High Speed 1 rail line run¬ 
ning through the county to the Channel 
Tunnel. 

The high-speed Eurostar service is 
expected to cut the journey time to Paris to 
barely over two hours, and just 15 minutes 
to the main Eurostar terminus at St 
Pancras. 

Travellers will also be able to get to 
Brussels in just one hour and 41 minutes, as 
well as other European destinations including 
Calais, Lille, Avignon and the French Alps. 

Richard Brown, Eurostar chief executive, 
said: “Ebbsfleet’s strategic position means 


that for the first time Eurostar will not only 
challenge the airlines on customer service 
but also on location. For 10 million people 
across southern England, Ebbsfleet 
International will be the fastest way to 
Europe - much quicker than flying. 

“From the M25 it will be easier to reach 
Ebbsfleet than any of London’s airports, or 
free to get there via Southeastern rail serv¬ 
ices, and a far greener journey overall 
thanks to going by train instead of plane.” 

The site also includes 9,000 car parking 
spaces, 2,500 of which are within five min¬ 
utes’ walk of the station. 

As a result of the new route, the number 
of Eurostar services from Ashford 
International has been slashed. There will 
now only be three services from Ashford to 
Paris a day, down from seven, and services 
to Brussels have been cut altogether.

achieve its full potential to make a major 
difference to economic regeneration and 
sustainable housing”. 

It also warned that existing residents 
might not feel the economic benefits of the 
project. 

Mrs Armitt, who told KoS in May that she 
would take responsibility for delivering the 
project, said the report was “out of date”. 

She said: “It is a report of the hearing the 
Public Accounts Committee held in June, 
which was based on the National Audit 
Office report before that.” 

The National Audit Office study said the 
rate of house-building needed to be doubled 
and that much more investment was need¬ 
ed to build infrastructure for the scheme. 

Mrs Armitt continued: “The management 
has really changed. That was a study you 
could have run when there wasn’t a chief 
executive, a cross-government board and a 
clear plan. Now we’ve got all those things. 

“I think huge progress has been made in 
the last six months.” 

Mrs Armitt also defended the decision to 
build high-density housing. 

She added: “It is about quality of design. 
You can get the right balance, but we have 
to put care into it.” 

Asked if she is still happy to take person¬ 
al responsibility for delivering the project, 
Mrs Armitt said: “I am actually People say 
to me in one breath, ‘it’s a difficult job, but 
it’s a fantastic one’, and I agree.” 

She said that a “reasonably costed deliv¬ 
ery plan” for the project would be 
announced in two weeks’ time. 

Rhetoric 

Mrs Armitt said: “The money we’re put¬ 
ting in this will have a budget. This is not 
just the money from the Department for 
Communities and Local Government. 

“The money we’re including in the plan is 
from the Government and its agencies, for 
example. 

“The big thing about regeneration is what 
we are really trying to achieve is leverage 
with the private sector. 

‘We will put in only enough money as it 
takes to get the private sector to do the rest 
of the job.” 

Hilary Newport, Kent director of the 
Campaign to Protect Rural England, 
backed the findings of the MPs’ report. 

She said: “If the Thames Gateway is to 
succeed in helping to meet the need for new 
housing it is crucial the Government’s aspi¬ 
ration is matched by the right action. 

‘We have been listening to the rhetoric 
about the future of the Thames Gateway 
since the publication of the Sustainable 
Communities Plan in 2003 

“But on the ground, those who live within 
the Thames Gateway are rightly concerned 
that the focus seems to have shifted from 
regeneration to growth, that their remain¬ 
ing open spaces will be lost in the headlong 
rush to deliver housing growth, and the cost 
to their environment and quality of life will 
be too high.” 

A spokeswoman for the Department for 
Communities and Local Government said 
it “simply did not recognise many of the 
suggestions in the report”. 

She said: “In the last 12 months alone, 
government investment and intervention 
have delivered major progress, with the 
opening of two international stations on the 


high-speed rail link, agreement on 
Crossrail, which will substantially benefit 
Canary Wharf and Woolwich, and major 
progress on the Olympic developments and 
at Stratford.” 

And she added: “These, alongside the 
new port at London Gateway, are the very 
projects that the Thames Gateway part¬ 
ners identified as the major drivers for 


regeneration and investment. 

“Following the recent spending review, we 
will shortly be publishing our Delivery Plan 
for the Gateway in which we will set out 
fully costed plans to continue regenerating 
the area. 

‘We are on course to meet, if not exceed, 
those targets - that is what delivery is 
about.”

TWO media-sawy Tory candi¬ 
dates are going head-to-head in 
the fight to replace Ann 
Widdecombe as MP for 
Maidstone and The Weald. 

Iain Dale, who runs an influential web¬ 
site, will be competing against well-known 
local activist Janice Small, a seasoned 
press officer for the Conservatives. 

More than 100 people have put their 
names forward for selection to become the 
Tory candidate for the ultra-safe seat when 
Miss Widdecombe steps down before the 
next general election. 

Others in the running are understood to 
include current Hornchurch MP James 
Brockenshire, who will lose his seat due to 
a boundary change; Vicky Ford, who writes 
a political blog; and local candidates Dr 
Bruce Pollington and Jamie Devlin. 

Rumours had been rife this week that Mr 
Dale, who writes the blog Iain Dale’s Diary, 
would go for the plum job. 

He announced his candidacy on his site 
on Thursday, writing: “Now, as so many peo¬ 
ple seem so interested in my intentions 
regarding the Maidstone seat, yes I have 
thrown my hat into what will be a very

large ring. 

“Applications closed today, so I 
think it’s only right that I am 
upfront about it. However, I’m not 
going to give a running commen¬ 
tary. Thank you, and goodnight!” 

Speaking to Kent on Sunday, Mr 
Dale, who lives in Tunbridge Wells, 
said: “There’s going to be a lot of 
really good people applying for this 
seat. Anyone who thinks they are a 
favourite is deluding themselves.” 

The West Ham fan, who also 
writes a blog following the club’s tri¬ 
als and tribulations, would not be 
drawn on specific issues, but said he 
would not be putting his name for¬ 


ward for any other seats. 

He unsuccessfully contested 
Norfolk North in 2005, losing to 
Liberal Democrat candidate 
Norman Lamb. 

He has written more than 20 
books, including the Big Red Book of 
New Labour Sleaze and his blog 
was nominated by the Guardian for 
the Political Blog of the Year Award 
in 2005. 

Married mother-of-two Mrs Small, 
43, who lives in the Tonbridge and 
Mailing constituency, is a PR con¬ 
sultant and has worked for 
Gravesham MP Adam Holloway 


and Suffolk South MP Tim Yeo. 

Mrs Small, who organised a 
protest during Health Secretary 
Alan Johnson’s recent visit to the 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
Hospital, told KoS that health and 
immigration were issues she would 
be campaigning on. 

She said: “The most important 
issue is health, although I’m sure all 
candidates will be saying that.” 

The candidates’ CVs are currently 
at Conservative Central Office 
where they will be whittled down 
with the local association to around 
20 over the next two weeks. 


The chosen candidates will then 
be interviewed by members of the 
association on December 15 and 16. 
Around mid-January the 20 will be 
reduced to between four and six. 
The final selection will be made by 
local members later that month. 

Alan Chell, chairman of the 
Maidstone and The Weald 
Conservative Association, told Kent 
on Sunday: “Some very impressive 
candidates have applied. The 
timetable has not been finalised yet, 
but we hope to have some public 
events so that people can get to 
know the final candidates.” 




‘Weak, but 
not a pillock’ 

MAVERICK Labour MP Bob 
Marshall-Andrews has denied 
describing a Government min¬ 
ister as a “pillock on his gap 
year”. 

The Medway member was 
quoted in a national newspaper 
diary as using the description 
for Foreign Secretary David 
Miliband. 

But Mr Marshall-Andrews 
told KoS he had been misquot¬ 
ed. “It’s completely untrue,” he 
said. 

However, he went on to say: 
“He’s a weak foreign secretary, I 
am perfectly happy to say that.” 

Mr Marshall-Andrews, well 
known for rebelling against the 
Government, said he was not 
angry at being misquoted. 

“If I got angry every time I 
was misquoted in the press I’d 
be in a state of permanent ful- 
mination.” 

Mr Miliband suffered political 
embarrassment on Friday after 
Number 10 admitted it changed 
a proposed speech of his on 
Europe. 

Chalking up 
a top prize 

AN INNOVATIVE and environ¬ 
mentally friendly conference 
centre has scooped a prize. 

The £650,000 Pines Calyx 
Conference and Training Centre 
in St Margaret’s Bay, which is 
built largely from chalk from 
the White Cliffs, won the award 
for small projects at the 
Structural Awards 2007.

Grim search 
goes on today 


POLICE were today due to continue search¬ 
ing a house in Margate where two bodies 
have been found this week. 

Officers investigating the disappearance of 
Dinah McNicol, from Essex, found the skele¬ 
ton of missing Vicky Hamilton at the proper¬ 
ty in Irvine Drive on Monday 

A second body was unearthed on Friday, at 
about 1.15pm, which police said could be the 
remains of Miss McNicol. Both girls went 
missing in 1991. 

A spokeswoman for Essex Police said on 
Friday that there would be a post-mortem on 
the new remains. 

She added: ‘We have informed the family of 
Dinah McNicol that we have made the dis¬ 
covery, but there’s no evidence at this stage to 
confirm who the body is.” 

However, she admitted that there was a 
“possibility” the remains were Miss 
McNicol’s. 

‘We were searching the house looking for 
her - that’s the reason Essex Police were at 
Kent, looking at that house. 

“It’s a possibility, but the last time we found 
a body we thought that would be Dinah and 
it turned out to be someone else.” 

Miss McNicol’s father, Ian, 68, said just 
after the police discovery of a second body on 
Friday: “I have had a call from the police and 


they seem to think they might have found 
Dinah. 

“I will be absolutely elated if they have. It 
will mean we will be able to grieve as a fam- 

ily.” 

Peter Tobin, 61, was charged with 15-year- 
old Vicky Hamilton’s murder on Thursday at 
Linlithgow Sheriff Court. 

Tobin lived at the house in the early 90s. 

Miss McNicol was 18 when she went miss¬ 
ing after going to a music festival in 
Hampshire. 

Hotspots 

Police from Essex were led to the property 
after new information came to light in their 
investigation into Miss McNicol’s disappear¬ 
ance. 

Despite the latest discovery, the Essex 
Police spokeswoman said officers would 
carry on searching the property and its 
grounds this weekend. 

“The search will continue until we are sat¬ 
isfied that there can be no other bodies 
there.” 

Police identified 10 ‘hotspots’ to search, 
including in the kitchen and under the patio. 

Essex Police would not reveal if any other 
properties linked to Tobin are being 
searched.

Five NHS and quango chiefs earned almost £900.000

KENT’S five ‘richest’ public sector 
workers were paid nearly £900,000 
last year, a new survey has revealed. 

The Taxpayers Alliance’s Public Sector Rich 
List details the 300 most highly-paid people in 
the UK public sector. 

They picked out five public servants in Kent 
who received remuneration packages worth at 
least £150,000 in 2006-07. 

Top of the list for Kent was Dr Gill Jenner, 
medical director for Dartford and Gravesham 
NHS Trust, on £195,000 a year. Dr Jenner, 
who stepped down from the post in May, came 
120th nationally and 14th in a list of the best 
paid NHS managers. 

Package 

Pam Alexander, 52, chief executive of the 
South East England Development Agency 
(Seeda), received £192,801 in 2006-07, which 
includes a bonus of £17,404 and pensions 
contribution of £39,535. 

Dr Malcolm Stewart, medical director for 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, 
was 169th in the Public Sector Rich List, with 
a yearly remuneration package of £180,000. 

Duncan Straughen, 53, Seeda’s director of 
resources, received £153,994 (277th), includ¬ 
ing a bonus of £9,580, car benefit of £2,778 and 
employer’s pension contribution of £25,671. 


Rose Gibb, former chief executive of 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust - 
who resigned after being at the centre of a 
superbug scandal in which 90 patients died - 
received £150,000. She came second in a 
‘top 10 rewards for failure’ list compiled by the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance. 

Matthew Elliott, of the Taxpayers’ Alliance, 
said: “Too often, public sector executives are 
rewarded handsomely, even when they fail. 

“At a time when the Government is rightly 
aiming to restrain public sector pay increases 
to two per cent, these top officials shouldn’t be 
hiking their pay by six times as much.” 

But a Seeda spokeswoman defended Pam 
Alexander and Duncan Straughen’s pay. 

She said: “If we’re going to attract people of 
their calibre and expertise we need to carry 
out these roles, we have to offer an attractive 
package.” 


A spokesman for Dartford and Gravesham 
NHS Trust said of Dr Jenner: “She has a top 
merit award and during her time as medical 
director the organisation benefited from her 
knowledge, advice, compassion and patient- 
focussed perspective.” 

He said a “substantial” part of her salary is 
funded by the Department of Health as a 
merit award. 

Nationally, one person in the public sector 
earns more than £1 million a year - Adam 
Crozier, Royal Mail’s chief executive - who 
is on £1.256m. In comparison, nurses start 
on £21,985, police officers have £20,000 and 
privates in the Army get £15,359. 

The Taxpayers’ Alliance publishes a sepa¬ 
rate Town Hall Rich List, which includes civil 
servants such as Peter Gilroy, chief executive 
of Kent County Council, who was paid 
£229,000 in 2005-06. 


Water supplier to 
stump up £20.3m 
over ‘deception’ 

SOUTHERN Water is to be fined £20.3million 
for “deliberately misreporting information” 
about its performance and “poor customer 
service”. 

The misreporting allowed the company, 
which provides water supply and sewerage 
services across Kent, to raise its prices by more 
than it should have done, according to the 
water industry regulator Ofwat. 

Regina Finn, the regulator’s chief executive, 
said: “Southern Water deliberately misreported 
its customer service performance to Ofwat and 
systematically manipulated information to 
conceal the company’s true performance over 
an extended period of time. 

“The company benefited directly from this 
misreporting at the last two price reviews, 
meaning Southern was able to increase its 
prices by more than it should have done. 
Customers received higher than necessary 
bills because of the company’s deception. 

“Southern Water’s shareholders will bear the 
entire cost of this fine. It will not be passed on 
to its customers. The magnitude of this fine 
reflects the offence - deliberately misleading 
the regulator, failure of the Southern Water 
board of directors to pick up the deception, the 
resulting poor service to customers and dam¬ 
age to the regulatory regime, in general.” 

Ofwat said the company took prompt action 
once it discovered the misreporting, which 
happened prior to October 2005. 

Ofivat said Southern Water reported the situ¬ 
ation to its regulators and the Serious Fraud 
Office, initiated its own investigation and co¬ 
operated fully with Ofwat’s investigation. 

A spokesman for Southern Water told Radio 
4’s Today programme on Wednesday that the 
people responsible for the misreporting had 
now left the company. He apologised to 
customers and said all money overpaid had 
been returned.

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Attitude must change 
towards rape victims

TRAUMA, fear of not being 
believed and low convictions rates 
leave many rape victims unwill¬ 
ing to press charges against their 
attackers, support groups have 
told Kent on Sunday. 

Victim Support Kent and the East Kent 
Rape Crisis Centre welcomed David 
Cameron’s pledge to tackle low conviction rates 
and his call for extra help for victims and a 
national campaign to change social attitudes. 

The Conservative leader said figures sug¬ 
gesting that as many as half of young men 
think there are some circumstances when it 
may be acceptable to force a woman to have 
sex were an example of “moral collapse”. 

England and Wales have some of the low¬ 
est rape conviction rates in Europe, the 
party’s figures show. 

Nationally, less than six per cent of report¬ 
ed rapes result in a conviction and rates have 
dropped nearly 33 per cent since 1977. 

In Kent, the county constabulary’s detec¬ 
tion rate for sexual offences was 29 per cent 
last year, meaning that less than three out of 
every 10 reports of an assault resulted in the 
attacker being identified. 

Relevant 

Wendy Bartlett, who works for Victim 
Support Kent, told how there was only one 
crisis centre run by National Rape Crisis in 
the county. 

She said: “I have always felt that was not 
enough but they cannot seem to get funding 
for more. People just won’t come forward 
because it is something distasteful and peo¬ 
ple don’t want to talk about it. 

“Crisis centres are important because 
although we train our volunteers to deal 
with rape and sexual assault victims we are 
not councillors. Women are calling, but the 
lines are engaged.” 

Men think they can get away with it 
because of the low conviction rates, she said. 

“We find, in the main, police are pretty rea¬ 
sonable with female or male rape victims, 
but many [cases] do not get to court because 
the perception is that ‘they won’t believe me’.

“If you feel this is the response it is less 
likely you will put yourself through it,” Mrs 
Bartlett said. 

The Sexual Offences Act 2003 has changed 
the law so that the onus is on the accused to 
prove consent and rules introduced in 2000 
banned barristers from showing if rape vic¬ 
tims were promiscuous. 

But in practice, new legislation has, in the 
main, failed to make an impact, she said. 

“There are still barristers who bring up 
sexual history - they are very clever and will 
say it’s relevant. Once it’s heard, even if the 
judge says to discount it, it is very difficult for 
the jury not to remember it,” she said. 


Cameron has 
got it wrong 


A LEADING academic has questioned 
whether David Cameron’s stance on rape 
makes him an old-fashioned moralist - or 
a crusading feminist. 

Joanne Conaghan, who is professor of 
law and research at the centre for law, 
gender and sexuality at the University of 
Kent at Canterbury, said that current 
rape law is a set of rules about men’s 
access to women, which have been 
drawn up by men. 

She called for a modern set of rules, 
saying reform was not the answer, and 
that the “feudal edifice” of rape law 
should be demolished and started again 
from scratch. 

There is a common cause between the 
Conservative and feminists rape agen¬ 
das, she said. 

But Professor Conaghan added: “We 
need to steer away from moral talk. The 
sexual attitudes of boys and girls are not, 
as Cameron suggests, a sign of moral 
collapse. 

“They are a sign of the strength of a par¬ 
ticular moral grip, which has served for 
centuries to curb female sexuality and 
subject it to male desire. 

“The starting point of any new conver¬ 
sation about rape must be women’s rights 
not society’s wrongs.” 


Sue Hemsley, project coordinator at the 
East Kent Rape Crisis Centre in Canterbury, 
said the organisation’s helpline received 
around 18,000 calls a year from women who 
have either been raped recently, in the past 
or who suffered sexual abuse as children. 

The centre will be launching a pilot project 
in the New Year giving presentations chal¬ 
lenging thoughts and assumptions about 
rape in schools, teaching pupils that ‘no 
means no’ from any early age. 

A survey by Amnesty International found 
that a third of people in the UK believed a 
woman was partly responsible for being 
raped if she had been flirting, drinking or 


wearing revealing clothes. 

Mrs Hemsley said these kinds of attitudes 
remained prevalent. 

“It is a historical idea, going back to the 
50s, that overpowering women can be seen 
as acceptable and even somehow romantic. It 
has been set in society for some time and it 
will take time to change,” she said. 

There are only 38 crisis centres left in the 
UK - 30 have been shut since the 1980s. 

“We are in one of the better positions as we 
have received some lottery funding, but there 
are lots of centres that are really struggling 
for funding,” she said. 

Real crisis 

The current funding runs out in three 
years’ time and the centre will again be 
forced to rely on aid it receives from charities 
and grants from local authorities. 

Mrs Hemsley said: “Considering the 
Government stance on rape issues and keen¬ 
ness to address the situation I think it would 
be much better if the funding came from 
Government. 

‘We are working with Kent Police on pro¬ 
viding a more joined-up service for people 
who come forward to provide a more free- 
flowing service that works a lot better than it 
does at the moment. 

“But a lot of people, understandably, are 
not keen to press charges for the reasons of 
the trauma and the conviction rate.” 

Angie Conroy, a policy officer at National Rape 
Crisis, added: “Our funding crisis is because no 
one directly funds rape crisis centres. 

“There is some charitable funding, but 
there is no consistency because the problem 
has been that sexual violence has not been 
on the local agenda - it is forgotten and cer¬ 
tainly not seen as a priority. Last year three 
centres closed. There is a real crisis.” 

The Crown Prosecution Service in Kent 
said its successful conviction rate for rape in 
2006-07 was 53 per cent compared to 78 per 
cent average rate for all prosecutions. 

So far this financial year the service has 
successfully prosecuted 81 per cent of all its 
cases but only 51 per cent of rape cases. 

A Kent Police spokesman said they were 
committed to supporting victims of rape and 
that cases would be dealt with professionally 
and with empathy.

Emin is like ‘Iron 
Lady’ says Childish

THE artist and rock star Billy 
Childish has compared his ex¬ 
girlfriend Tracey Emin to 
Margaret Thatcher. 

Mr Childish, who co-founded the Stuckist 
art movement in 1999, dated Margate-born 
Tracey Emin between 1982 and 1986. 

They remained friends for many years, but 
fell out in 1999. 

He made the association in response to a 
reference in an article in The Sunday Times 
by writer Martin Ivens. 

In a piece about Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown, Mr Ivens wrote: “Margaret Thatcher 
was honoured with the invention of epony¬ 
mous political creed in the 1980s: 
Thatcherism. Gordon Brown, however, 
stands accused of promoting a less flattering 
brand: ‘Stuckism’. 

“Tracey Emin, the artist, once kicked her 
boyfriend out, adding insult to injury by 
accusing him of being artistically ‘stuck, 
stuck, stuck’. He gleefully embraced the insult 
as the label of his movement. As a proud pro¬ 
gressive, Brown is unlikely to follow suit.” 

The Chatham-based artist responded in a 
letter to The Sunday Times. 

He wrote: “I did not gleefully adopt the

term ‘Stuckism’ as Martin Ivens says. I just 
went along with Charles Thomson [co¬ 
founder] and have regretted it ever since. 

“Nor did Tracey Emin kick me out -1 was 
living with my girlfriend. 

“The term ‘Stuckism’ was adopted ironically, 
not because we were stuck, but because we 
were not, much in the way that Gordon Brown 
has appropriated the title Prime Minister. 

“I do, however, agree with Ivens’s, possibly 
unintentional, political alignment of Emin 
and Margaret Thatcher.” 


Mr Childish’s name was a prominent fea¬ 
ture of Ms Emin’s famous artwork Everyone 
I Have Ever Slept With 1963-1995, in which 
it was stitched into the fabric of a tent. 

The work, which was owned by Charles 
Saatchi, was destroyed in the 2004 Momart 
warehouse fire in London. 

His new CD, entitled Poems of a 
Backwater Visionary, is out on December 1.

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Students to pilot diplomas 
in reform of exam system 


MORE than 1,000 pupils in Kent 
will take part in a pilot project next 
year for the Government’s new 
diploma scheme. 

The qualification, which includes a mix of 
vocational and academic work, will offer an 
alternative to GCSEs and A-levels. 

But an Oxford University-led report has said 
that unless A-levels are scrapped, diplomas 
will be seen as their “poor relation”. 

The Nuffield Review of 14-19 education pub¬ 
lished this week found a number of problems 
with the Government’s implementation and 
handling of the new qualification. 

One of its author’s Dr Ken Spours, from the 
Institute of Education at the University of 
London, said: “As long as A-levels remain 
unreformed, diplomas will be regarded as a 
poor relation.” 

Students in Dartford and Gravesham will 
have access to the ‘construction and built envi-

ronment’ diploma, next year. 

In Thanet and Dover, Deal and Sandwich 
the ‘society health and development’ qualifica¬ 
tion will be offered. 

Kent County Council said that in 2009 
teenagers will have access to engineering, 
information technology and creative and 
media diplomas across the county. 

In two years’ time it is estimated that 3,559 
young people will be participating in the pilot 
in Kent. 

There are 17 different diplomas, including 
science, language and humanities, with the 
first 14 vocational ones being piloted to 40,000 
pupils around the UK, before they are phased 
in by 2013. 

The future of A-levels and GCSEs hangs in 
the balance as Ed Balls, the Secretary of State 


for Children, Schools and Families, said he 
hoped diplomas would become the “qualifica¬ 
tion of choice”. 

Pupils will “vote with their feet” on whether 
the two current qualifications will continue 
after 2013, he said. 

Cllr Chris Wells, the cabinet member for 
education at the county council, supported the 
introduction of diplomas, but said A-levels 
should remain for as “the golden standard”. 

Prestigious 

He said: “As far KCC and I are concerned, we 
are relaxed about the hurdles we put in front 
of pupils as long as universities and employers 
recognise them.” 

The Nuffield Review predicts parents and 
teachers will see diplomas as only for the less 
academically gifted and that GCSEs and A- 
levels will remain the “more prestigious” qual¬ 
ification. 

But Cllr Wells said: “One of the main issues 
in education over the last 10 years is that it 


has become too highly academic. What we 
used to call trade people have found them¬ 
selves inadequately prepared for life. 

“It is more about academic snobbery than 
anything else. It is harder to find a plumber 
than a professor and people are much more 
likely to need a plumber. 

“As far as young people are concerned, this 
debate is getting increasingly sterile. The 
kudos that has to be given in order for them to 
be a proper measure of ability constantly 
undermines their confidence.” 

Cllr Wells still believed A-levels should be 
retained although the idea behind diplomas is 
to give pupils a broader overall education - 
similar to the French Baccalaureate. 

He said: “For me A-levels remain the golden 
standard we should be measured against and 
I am saddened and disheartened that the 
Government does not share this view.”

Safety concerns 

FIREFIGHTERS are urging developers 
and planning bosses to install sprinkler 
systems in homes and schools. 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service (KFRS) 
unveiled the initiative as part of its bid to cut 
the number of fire-related deaths to zero. 

Charlie Hendry, the chief fire officer, said: 
“Kent and Medway face a massive house¬ 
building programme over the coming years 
and I believe those who plan, design and 
build new homes have a responsibility to 
make sure residents are safe. 

‘We are urging key opinion formers to 
endorse the installation of sprinkler systems 
in all new homes and in existing properties 
where vulnerable people are most at risk.” 


Pension protest 

STEELWORKERS who lost their pensions 
when their firm folded are joining an all- 
night vigil opposite Downing Street. 

Former employees of Allied Steel and 
Wire’s plant in Sheerness, which went bust 
in 2002, will be among protesters. 

The vigil starts at 4pm on Tuesday and is 
due to end at 10am on Wednesday. 

A spokesman for the Pensions Action 
Group said: ‘Widows of those who have died 
without their pensions will be joining work¬ 
ers who have become ill with exhaustion and 
stress, some of whom are now confined to 
wheelchairs. We demand Gordon Brown 
come and talk to us and tell us what action 
hs is going to take to end this gross injustice.”

Egyptian boy king Tutankhamun. 

The mummified remains of the once powerful 
pharaoh, who died aged around 19, went on display 
at the 02 Arena in Greenwich this week, but many 
visitors could be forgiven for feeling a little trepida¬ 
tion as they view the exhibit. 

After all, there is the curse to consider. 

When archaeologist Howard Carter and the dig’s 
financial backer Lord Carnarvon became the first 
people to enter the sealed tomb in more than 3,000 
years they reportedly passed hieroglyphics that 
translated as the warning, “Death will come to 
those who disturb the sleep of the pharaohs”. 

Since that moment, many of those associated 
with the excavation were killed or suffered 
tragedies in strange circumstances. 

Lord Carnarvon, who had been warned not to 
enter the tomb by the renowned mystic Count 
Hamon, died in Egypt just 47 days later at the age 
of 57 after apparently being bitten by a mosquito. 

It was reported that at the moment of his death a 
power cut turned off all the lights in Cairo, while 
thousands of miles away at his home in England, 
his dog let out a blood-curdling howl and died. 

Within six years of the excavation, a dozen peo¬ 
ple who were present when the tomb was opened 
had died. Seven years after that, only two were 
reportedly left alive. A further 21 people with 
connections to the dig had also died by this time. 

By 1969, Lord Carnarvon’s bodyguard Richard 
Adamson was the sole remaining survivor of the 
team that had witnessed the opening. His wife had 
died within 24 hours of him publicly denouncing 
the curse and when he did so again his son broke 
his back in a plane crash. 

Again he spoke out against the curse on television 
and on his taxi journey home from the studio he was 
thrown from the car. He suffered only cuts and bruis¬ 
es, but a passing lorry had missed his head by a mat¬ 
ter of inches. 

Misfortune 

In 1972, treasures from the tomb were transport¬ 
ed to London for an exhibition at the British 
Museum. The night the artefacts were flown out, 
Egypt’s director of antiquities Dr Gamal Mehrez, 
who supervised their packaging, died suddenly 
His predecessor, Mohammed Ibrahim, had died 
in 1966 when he was run over as he left a meeting 
about exhibiting the treasures in Paris. 

The crew members who flew the items to London 
all died or suffered injury and misfortune in the 
years that followed. 

When flight lieutenant Rick Laurie died after a 
heart attack in 1976, his wife declared: “It’s the curse 
of Tutankhamun - the curse has killed him.” 

Of course, this could all be coincidence. The media 
frenzy that accompanied the dig in 1923 led to many 
half-truths, exaggerations and plain lies being 
passed on to the public. 

A study by Australian academic 
Mark Nelson in 2002, concluded the 
curse “was almost certainly generat¬ 
ed by rival newspapers shut out of 
the find of the century when exclu¬ 
sive rights were given to The Times”. 

This time around, the people 
responsible for bringing King Tut to 
the UK are AEG Exhibitions, run by 
the 02 Arena’s American owner 
Philip Anschutz, National 
Geographic, whose chief executive is 
John Fahey, and the Supreme Council 
of Antiquities of Egypt, headed by the 
Minister for Culture Farouq Hasani. 

The exhibition, entitled 
Tutankhamun and the Golden Age 
of the Pharoahs, opened on 
Thursday at the 02 Arena.

Bishop demands 
halt to post office 
closure proposals

PLANS to axe 58 post 
offices across Kent should 
be suspended, a senior 
churchman has said. 

In a rare political outburst, 
Stephen Venner, the Bishop in 
Canterbury and of Dover, this week 
called for a moratorium on the possi¬ 
ble closure of branches. 

His call came on the closing day of 
the Post Office’s six-week consulta¬ 
tion into the future of the local facili¬ 
ties earmarked for closure. 

“The assumption has been made 
that in rural areas all communities 
have within them the capacity to pro¬ 
vide and develop alternative provi¬ 
sion,” he said. 

“And yet there is no mention with¬ 
in the proposals of any dedicated 
funding or the facilitation of any 
community led or community assist¬ 
ed models of provision,” he said in a 
statement. 

The Bishop said the moratorium 
was necessary to allow time for a 
proper consultation. 

Laura Sandys, the Tory candidate 
for South Thanet, this week said the

closure list had been compiled by a 
computer according to a model that 
assessed geography and footfall. 

She said the computer-generated 
closure plan did not assess which 
people would access the remaining 
branches in real terms and did not 
take into account terrain or physical 
barriers. 

Mrs Sandys also said it did not con¬ 
sider local demographics. 

A spokesman for Post Office played 


down her claims. He said: “A huge 
amount of research and investigation 
is involved in drawing up proposals 
in the run-up to a public consulta¬ 
tion.” 

He said this included Post Office 
staff visiting each branch proposed 
for closure, as well as the next near¬ 
est to them, to talk to sub-postmas¬ 
ters and “walk the ground”. 

“We also speak with local authori¬ 
ties on public transport and local 
plans. Computer modelling simply 
forms a part of this process and is 
based on the information collected by 
our people,” he added. 

Hundreds of letters, emails and 
petition signature have been sent to 
Kent County Council in response to 
the authority’s campaign to support 
post offices facing closure. 

KCC said 98 per cent of respondents 
said their post office played an impor¬ 
tant role in their local community and 
91 per cent said their quality of life 
would be affected without it. 

A Post Office spokesman said: “In 
the next three weeks final decisions 
are taken, then after that [the 
branches to be closed] will be 
announced. It is very possible there 
will be changes to the proposals.”

Trusts praised 
for elderly care 

HOSPITALS in Kent are among the best in 
the country at caring for elderly patients 
who have suffered falls and broken bones, a 
new report has revealed. 

The Royal College of Physicians carried 
out the first clinical audit investigating the 
care older people receive when they fall and 
break wrists, arms, pelvises and spines. 

The report showed an inadequate service 
was being provided by most health services. 

A spokesman for Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust said it was 
rated significantly better than the national 
average for a number of measures. 

East Kent NHS Hospitals Trust was in the 
top five trusts for caring for hip fracture 
patients and in the top 10 for non hip breaks. 

Dartford and Gravesham NHS Trust was 
rated at the high end of average for its 
treatment of hip fracture patients.

UNDERAGE asylum seekers 
are at risk of becoming victims 
of crime or being “dragged” 
into joining criminal gangs, 
according to a Kent charity. 

There are around 800 asylum seekers 
under the age of 18 in the county at any 
one time, but recent months have seen a 
surge in numbers arriving. 

Around 20 would be expected to arrive 
in an average month, but since August 
twice that amount have turned up. 

The children would normally be taken 
to a centre in south west Kent for up to 
two months, where they would be taught 
language and life skills. 

But the surge has meant many of these 
youngsters can only stay at the centre for 
a day or two before being placed with fos¬ 
ter families or in single or shared accom¬ 
modation, as well as in education. 

Tony Fuller, from Kent Refugee Action 
Network, a Dover-based charity working 
with councils to help refugees adapt to 
life in the county, said this led to many 
becoming vulnerable to criminal gangs. 

Mr Fuller, a former senior immigration 
official in New Zealand, said: (t What used 
to be the case is they would be at the cen¬ 
tre for a couple of months then be dis- 


■ KENT County Council has called on 
the Government to reimburse the £9 
million spent on the care of unaccompa¬ 
nied asylum seeking children. 

KCC, which is one of nine local authori¬ 
ties calling for money to be paid back, said 
the cash was owed to pay for services 
involved in looking after the children. 

In Kent, 10 per cent of those in care are 
unaccompanied asylum seeking children. 

Paul Carter, leader of KCC, said: “This 
cross-party issue affects numerous coun¬ 
cils and, while stressing our commitment to 
caring properly for these young people, we 
strongly believe that the Government 
should pay us the money we are owed.” 

The costs of looking after these children 
are high, said KCC, because they are alone 
and vulnerable in a country they do not 
know; they have often undergone traumatic 
events in their own country and they seldom 
speak English, so interpreting costs are high. 
Grants are not paid if asylum is refused. 


persed throughout Kent. Canterbury got 
the most significant number, between 80- 
100 at any given time, although Tonbridge 
and Ashford also get significant numbers. 

“Many, if they drop out, get into trou¬ 
ble. They become victims of crime, or 
they carry it out themselves. Some are 
vulnerable to being dragged off by crim¬ 
inal gangs, particularly girls.” 

The majority of underage asylum seek¬ 
ers arriving in Kent are older teenagers, 
including many 16-17 year olds who are 
placed in colleges. 

Around 3,000 underage asylum seekers 
arrive in the UK every year, with many 
arriving from places like Afghanistan, 
Somalia, Eritrea and Iran. Only the 
London borough of Hillingdon, near 
Heathrow, has a higher intake than Kent. 

Mary Blanche, KCC’s senior asylum and 
migration manager, said many were stay¬ 
ing at the north Kent centre for only a day 
or two because of the rise in numbers. 

She said: ‘What we might be seeing is 
the numbers going up because of just one 
successful trafficker who has found a good 
route into Kent or England. If he’s caught 
tomorrow then the flow might cease.” 

Mrs Blanche said she could not say how 
many youngsters “drop off the radar”. 

She added: ‘We have no evidence of 
young people who disappear going into 
criminal gangs. What is much more like¬ 
ly is they have come here to work and 
found that the foster care system doesn’t 
allow it. Some that disappear may well 
be adults masquerading as children. 

“It is much more likely these young 
people are the victims of crime rather 
than the aggressors.”

then bought by a private collector 
and loaned to the National Trust, 
before being put up for auction by 
the owner’s widow. 

Gen Wolfe was renowned as being a 
hard working and demanding leader. 
He was once described as mad in the 
court of King George II, who respond¬ 
ed by saying, “Mad, is he? Then I hope 
he will bite some of my generals.” 

As the British Army laid siege to 
Quebec for three months prior to the 
battle, Gen Wolfe wrote to Major 
General Jeffrey Amhurst: “If, by acci¬ 
dent in the river, by the enemy’s 
resistance, by sickness or slaughter 
in the army, or, from any other cause, 
we find that Quebec is not likely to 
fall into our hands (persevering how¬ 


ever to the last moment), I propose to 
set the town on fire with shells, to 
destroy the harvest, houses and cat¬ 
tle, both above and below, to send off 
as many Canadians as possible to 
Europe and to leave famine and des¬ 
olation behind me; but we must 
teach these scoundrels to make war 
in a more gentleman-like manner.” 

There are many statues to Gen 
Wolfe both in the UK and Canada. 
One memorial stands in the village 
green in Westerham, another over¬ 
looks the Royal Naval College in 
Greenwich and there is another at 
Westminster Abbey.

THE Government has 
made a last ditch attempt 
to prevent a painting of a 
Kent war hero being lost to 
America. 

The image of General James Wolfe 
had been on display at his family 
home at Quebec House in 
Westerham near Sevenoaks, where 
it was on loan to the National Trust, 
but it was bought at auction this 
summer by a collector from the 
United States. 

Gen Wolfe was one of the key fig¬ 
ures in the fight for control of 
Canada against the French in the 
18th century. He died during the vic¬ 
torious Battle of the Plains of 
Abraham at Quebec in 1759, which 
was acknowledged to be the major 
strategic victory leading to the end 
of French rule in North America. 

Gen Wolfe is widely regarded as one 
of Britain’s greatest military heroes 
whose reputation as a patriotic mar¬ 
tyr was unmatched until Nelson. 

Sotheby’s 

The painting, JSC Schaak’s depic¬ 
tion of General Wolfe shortly before 
his death, was bought by the 
unnamed American for £300,000 at 
an auction at Sotheby’s in London in 
June, but the sale is understood to be 
subject to getting an export license. 

In a bid to keep the painting from 
being taken overseas, culture minis¬ 
ter Margaret Hodge has placed a 
temporary export ban on the paint¬ 
ing, postponing the granting of a 
license until January in the hope 
that a British buyer will come for¬ 
ward and match the amount paid. 
That deadline could be extended 
until April if the buyer can prove it 
is capable of raising the funds. 

A spokesman for the Department 
of Culture, Media and Sport said 
that if the money is not raised it will 
be powerless to stop the painting 
leaving the UK. 

He said: “In this country, if you 
want to export a work of art that is 
valued at more than £32,000, and if 
that work has been in the country 
for more than 50 years, it needs an 
export license. 

“The temporary bar on exporting 
is designed to give British institu¬ 
tions a chance to match the offer 
and prevent the work being taken 
overseas. The whole point of the sys¬ 
tem is to give a last chance to keep 
the artwork in the country.” 

The painting had been kept in the 
family of Lieutenant Colonel Henry 
Fletcher, who fought alongside Gen 
Wolfe at Quebec, until 1966. It was

VALUING and rewarding young 
people for good behaviour has led 
to drop in youth crime in Canada, 
a senior Mountie has said. 

Superintendent Ward Clapham, who is 
officer in charge of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police in Richmond, British 
Columbia, was visiting Kent to take part in a 
community safety conference. 

He spoke to Kent on Sunday about a 
scheme running in his home district to tack¬ 
le youth crime and antisocial behaviour. 

(t We have spent a lot of time focusing on the 
positives surrounding our youth to support 
and encourage them. 

‘We have seen our youth crime going way 
down and people’s perception of their safety 
going way up thanks to the scheme,” Supt 
Clapham said. 

Police officers in Richmond, which is on the 
Pacific coast and encompasses the interna¬ 
tional airport of nearby Vancouver, award 
tickets to children and teens for what is 
deemed to be good conduct. 

For example, merits are given to young 
people for not smoking, wearing a helmet 
while cycling, playing without causing a dis¬ 
turbance and volunteering. 

A ‘positive ticket’ provides youngsters with 
free entry to sports and entertainment ven¬ 
ues such as a pitch-and-putt course, ice skat¬ 
ing rinks and public swimming pools. 

Supt Clapham said the scheme was also 
helping officers build trusting relationships 
with the area’s youth. 

‘We are seeing the beginnings of relation¬ 
ships between police and the young person. 
We have taken groups of young people to see 
national league football games in 
Vancouver,” he said. 

The scheme focuses not only on deprived 
areas where children may be more likely to 
fall into crime but on all youngsters irrespec¬ 
tive of their background, the Mountie said. 

Asked about what he thought of policing in 
Kent, he said he was impressed by the use of 
Police Community Support Officers and 
Kent County Council Community Wardens. 

He added: “I think we can learn from each 
other. One thing for sure is that I am not 
monitored with the high level of targets that 
they are over here. 

“If you want people to be innovative and 
creative you cannot tie them down with too

much bureaucracy -1 am hoping to find that 
balance.” 

Supt Clapham attended the conference at 
the Ashford International Hotel, which 
included representatives from Kent County 
Council, Kent Police and the Kent Police 
Authority. 

Asked whether the scheme would be some¬ 
thing Kent police could adopt, Chief Supt 
John Malloy said: ‘We will examine how the 
system works and look at the evaluation 
work too, because it 
certainly looks at face 
value to be an interest¬ 
ing approach. 

“However, it is also 
important to stress 
that here in Kent the 
majority of young peo¬ 
ple are law abiding 
and many play an 
important part in our 
community. Kent 
Police, KCC and part¬ 
ners are already 
involved in a number 
of projects with young 
people. 

“And the Kent Police Authority and our¬ 
selves are about to stage the highly success¬ 
ful Kent Young People’s Respect Awards for 
the third consecutive year, to celebrate the 
efforts young people make to tackle crime 
and antisocial behaviour in their area.” 

The Lieutenancy of Kent’s main initiative 
for 2007 has been celebrating youth achieve¬ 
ment. 

At its launch, the Lord Lieutenant Allan 
Willett said: “Inevitably we tend to hear of 
antisocial behaviour and other negative 
aspects of young people, but that involves 
only a minority and is very far from the 
whole story.”

Farewell to a 
a special son 


Parents mourn loss of the last soldier 

to die before Remembrance Sunday

MORE than 100 people celebrated 
popular Jake Alderton’s posting 
to Afghanistan in September, at a 
party in the back garden of his 
parents’ home. 

Less than two months later came the 
knock on the door that the parent of every 
soldier dreads. 

When Jake’s father Keith, 52, answered 
the door, he was confronted with two men 
dressed in suits. When he asked who they 
were, they produced a warrant card. 

Terrible 

“I knew straightaway the minute they 
pulled that out and I said ‘please don’t tell 
me what you’re going to tell me’,” he said. 

The men bore terrible news - Lance 
Corporal Jake Alderton, a soldier with 
Maidstone-based 36 Engineer Regiment - 
had been killed earlier that day. 

The 22-year-old had died after the vehicle 
he was in rolled off a bridge on his way back 


from a mission helping the Afghan National 
Army in the dangerous Helmand Province. 

He was the last British soldier to die before 
Remembrance Sunday. 

Mr Alderton, a prison governor, and his 
wife Lesley, 51, a residential childcare worker, 
were devastated. 

“No-one wants to lose a son, especially a son 
we love as much as him, but it’s quite eerie 
the fact he was the last soldier to die before 
Remembrance Sunday,” said Mr Alderton. 

“All those soldiers are so brave and my 
heart goes out to their families, but he is a 
special person. 

“If I could get him back tomorrow I’d 
have him, but what a fitting person to be 
that special, last soldier to die before 
Remembrance Sunday.” 

Mrs Alderton said: “It’s the worst pain ever. 
When you go to bed you don’t want to go to 
sleep because you don’t want to wake up.” 

After being told of his son’s death, Mr 
Alderton then had the terrible task of 
telephoning his eldest son, Joseph, 24, to tell 
him the news. 

The Army drove him to Hadlow College to 
break the news in person to his daughter 
Sarah, 17, who is a student there. 

“That was probably the hardest thing I’ve ever

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done,” said Mr Alderton. “She was veiy brave.” 

Since his death in the early hours of 
November 9, Lance Corp Alderton’s parents 
say they have been overwhelmed by the 
support shown by his friends. 

The window looking onto their quiet residen¬ 
tial street in Eltham proudly bears a picture 
of their son in uniform and the room is filled 
with cards from well-wishers. 

The message in the card sent by his long¬ 
term girlfriend, Nicole Thangarajal, 20, from 
Bellingham, is among the most poignant. 

The Orpington College student wrote: “I 
just want you to know how grateful I am to 
you all for giving me someone so wonderful. 

“Before I met Jake I didn’t even know peo¬ 
ple like that existed. He was my soulmate.” 

Bom at Queen Maly’s Hospital in Sidcup, 
Jake went to Eltham Church of England 
Primary School, before attending Westwood 
Technology College in Welling, Bexley. He 
had wanted join the Army since the age of 10 
and left school at 15 to sign up. 

Thoughtful 

His love of the job paid dividends and he 
was a lance corporal by the time he was 21. 

‘He was a remarkable young man, that’s for 
sure,” said his father. ‘Well above his years.” 

Mr Alderton said his son was a practical 
joker by nature, but also sensitive and 
thoughtful and believed wholeheartedly in 
the campaign being waged by the Army 
against the Taliban. It was his first tour of 
duty in a combat zone. 

Mr Alderton said an Army padre who vis¬ 
ited his family aptly summed up the 
achievements of his son in Afghanistan. 

“He said his life wasn’t lost - it was 
invested in making things better. I may 
never meet the people whose lives he 
changed, but he did his bit, along with all 
the other brave people out there doing jobs 
that other people wouldn’t dream of doing. 

“I’m sad I’ve lost him but I’m also sad he 
wasn’t there to do more for the Army. 
You’ve only got to read the tributes from 
the commanding officers to see how highly 
he was thought of.” 

Major Gareth Baker, the officer in charge 
of 20 Field Squadron, which Lance Corp 
Alderton belonged to, said he was an 
“extremely professional and dedicated sol¬ 
dier, highly regarded by those who worked 
with him; he will be missed by those who 
knew him”. 

Captain Ed Thompson called him an 
“inspiring lance corporal”. 



Mr and Mrs Alderton last spoke to their son 
on the Saturday before his death, when they 
said he was in high spirits. 

“I’m so pleased we all said we loved him,” 
said Mr Alderton. “It’s lovely to remember the 
last time we spoke to him he said something 
really nice. 

“He told us ‘I’m really enjoying what I’m 
doing. It’s scary’, but quoting one of his 
favourite songs by Freddie Mercury, he said 
‘I’m having such a good time’.”

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Karate champ’s 
last laugh on 
school bullies

A BOY who took up karate after 
being bullied at school has won a 
third international champion title 
in the martial art. 

Reece Hamilton, 12, from Northfleet, was 
picked on at primary school so he started 
doing karate in 2002 for self-defence and to 
build up his confidence. 

In just four years he made the grade for 12 
different coloured belts - taking his black belt 
at the age of just 10. 

He can perform dozens of different moves, 
called ‘katas’, and specialises in ‘kumite’ - 
sparring - which is one of the three main ele¬ 
ments of karate training. 

Reece, who attends Northfleet Technology 
College, took part in his first competition in 
Staffordshire in 2004 - coming first in the 
kumite section. 

Since then, he has been in international 
contests in countries including Spain, Italy 
and Ireland and fought off challengers from 
places such as Macedonia, Slovakia, Russia, 
Estonia, France and Israel. 

He is three times international champion 
for his age group (10-12s) in kumite and last 


month took 1st Place Individual Points 
Kumite in a competition in Marina di 
Carrara, Italy. 

Reece said: “I had a brilliant time and was 
up against the best of the best. My aim this 
year was first place for individual kumite and 
I have done it. 

“I can add that to my three times interna¬ 
tional champion title and my world champion 
title for team kumite last year. 

“To have first place for something I have 
done alone is totally amazing.” 

Thrilled 

He added: “I’m looking forward to the next 
competition.” 

His mother, Anouska Wakefield, 31, an 
office assistant, said she was thrilled by what 
her son has accomplished. 

“We are very proud of what Reece has 
achieved over the last couple of years 

“For someone who needed a bit of self-confi¬ 
dence after being bullied at school, it’s so 
pleasing to see Reece focus on something new 
and to do well at it.” 

Reece’s father, Neil Hamilton, 32, a distri¬ 
bution manager, said: “To become a world 
champion in karate at a young age just shows 
the dedication he’s got. 

“The training Reece has put in, he deserves 
to be a champion.

‘Stop France 
invading our 
TV channels’ 

AN MEP has called for “military precision” 
when France switches over to digital TV to 
prevent homes in Kent being invaded by 
Gallic channels. 

The National Audit Office has warned 
that the planned digital switchover in 
November 2011 could result in high- 
powered digital signals from across the 
Channel interfering with domestic ana¬ 
logue and digital stations. 

In the UK, all analogue signals will be 
switched off, region by region, by the end of 
2012. Around 25,000 homes in Cumbria 
became the first to move completely over to 
digital only this week. 

Much of the South East is not due to be 
switched over until 2012, meaning that 
there could be months of interference 
caused by the earlier French switchover. 

Richard Ashworth, the Tory MEP for the 
South East, has written to the European 
Commission to raise his concerns. 

He said: “The digital switchover must be 
co-ordinated with military precision to avoid 
any reduction in people’s viewing pleasure. 

“Any interference with our television sets 
from across the Channel would be totally 
unacceptable, even if it is only for a few 
months. Many people rely on their televi¬ 
sions - particularly during the winter - to 
keep them entertained so it is important we 
get this right. 

“As it is likely that moving forward the 
switchover in the south of England could cost 
the taxpayer additional money, I will suggest 
to the Commission they ask France to recon¬ 
sider its timetable so we can co-ordinate the 
switchovers and prevent interference. 

“Improving co-operation between govern¬ 
ments is something the European 
Commission ought to be doing.”

the region’s history held since he was a boy 
“I grew up reading history books and looking 
at the black and white photographs taken by 
the early explorers,” he told Kent on Sunday 
“They really intrigued me from a young age 
and that is probably where my love of black 
and white images stems from and interest 
in seeing the temples and jungles of the 
area for myself.” 

He said one of his earliest memories, as 
a six year old, was seeing an old man 
shaking uncontrollably as he walked 
down the street. 

Mr Wise’s mother told him the man had 
been a prisoner of war during World War 
Two, held by the Japanese in a Burma rail¬ 
road work camp on the banks of the River 
Kwai in Thailand. 

“The shaking had begun there, a mixture 
of malaria and torture - his fingernails 
were removed by hammering splinters of 
bamboo between them and the skin. 

“I remember thinking back then, I want 
to see this place where all this happened,” 
he said. 

During his travels he explored the rem¬ 
nants of the Burma railway. 

He said: “It was quiet and no one lives up 
by the mountains. It was pretty eerie with 
all the sleepers still lying around decaying.” 

The 39 year old said he chose the medium 
of pinhole photography, creating images 
using a simple wooden box, because of its 
ability to connect to the past. 

“Digital and modern photography is

very obvious and I think quite vulgar. It 
almost tells you too much with no room for 
the imagination. 

“Pinhole does leave you a lot of spec, a lot of 
your own thoughts. Trying to represent times 
past, modern photography cannot capture 
anything of that. It is a much more involved 
way of investigation a subject because it is so 
time consuming.” 

The book, Siam Through a Pinhole, features 
more than 300 of the photographs he took on 
the trip, which took in the temples of Angkor 
Wat and the ancient ruins of Ayuthuya and 
Sukothai. 

Mr Wise would spend days trekking up to 
25 miles though thick jungle taking the pic¬ 
tures before developing the photographs in his 
hotel bathroom. 

The book will be launched at the Command 
House in Chatham on November 23 from 8.30pm. 

Copies of the book published by Urban 
Fox and featuring cover art by Billy 
Childish will be available for £10 ahead of its 
national release date in January next year, 
when it will cost £15.

‘Government 
has lost its 
control of 
immigration’

THE scandal surrounding illegal 
immigrants cleared to work in 
the security industry has under¬ 
mined Government claims that 
it can regain control over the 
UK’s immigration system, a 
Kent MP has said. 

More than 9,000 illegal immigrants could 
have been cleared to work in the private 
security industry, the Home Office admitted 
this week. 

In a heated Commons performance the 
Home Secretary, Jacqui Smith, was forced 
to defend herself in the face of cover-up 
accusations and passed the blame to 
employers for failing to carry out proper 
checks on staff. 

She made an emergency statement to 
MPs after it emerged that she first knew 
about the problem in July. 

Damian Green, the shadow immigration 
minister, told this newspaper: “The original 
loophole in security checks was bad enough. 

“Trying to hide it from the public is even 
worse, because it damages confidence in our 
security arrangements. 

“This whole mess can only help to destroy 
any hope that the Government will ever 
regain control of our immigration system. A 


succession of home secretaries have failed 
in this respect.” 

Twelve illegal immigrants found work 
with a company hired by the Metropolitan 
Police. 

One was responsible for guarding a 
garage where cars, including the Prime 
Minister’s, were taken for repairs. 

Mr Green, the Tory MP for Ashford, ques¬ 
tioned whether every security guard at 
buildings such as police stations had now 
been properly checked. 

Ms Smith said action was taken after the 
full nature and scale of the problem had 
been established, which was why the issue 
was not made public at the time. 

She said checks have started on the 
40,000 non-EU nationals who had been 
granted work licences. Of the 6,000 checked 
so far, 77 per cent have been shown to have 
the right to work - leaving 23 per cent who 
may not have the right to work. 

Fiasco 

Applying that rate to the full amount of 
40,000 workers, it would leave 9,200 illegal 
workers. 

Ms Smith said: “Employers are expected 
to assure themselves that their employees 
have permission to work in the UK. 

(t We nevertheless have taken action to 
tackle illegal working in the security indus¬ 
try sector.” 

In the debate, Michael Howard, the for¬ 
mer Tory leader and MP for Folkestone and 
Hythe, asked Ms Smith if she informed 
Gordon Brown when the “fiasco” came to 
light. 

“If not, why not?” he added. “If she did, did 
the Prime Minister remind her of his prom¬ 
ise to abandon spin and embrace candour?” 

Ms Smith responded: “I did not tell the 
Prime Minister because there was not a 
fiasco; action was taken to strengthen the 
system, and there was an investigation to 
provide the evidence to allow an explana¬ 
tion to be given to the public.”

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One man’s price 
of ‘integrity’ - a 
massive £16,000

NOBODY likes to have their 
integrity called in to question, but 
Tim Garbutt is clinging to his in 
the face of a possible 
jail term. 

Mr Garbutt is the manag¬ 
ing director of Integrity 
Agency Ltd, an award-win¬ 
ning Canterbury marketing 
firm that prides itself on its 
green credentials. 

He was taken to court by a 
company called Integrity 
Design, which claimed to 
have registered the word 
‘integrity’ as a trademark. 

The 40-year-old father of 
one, from Ramsgate, was 
taken to the High Court in 
London in October, where he 
lost his case. 

The judge placed an 
injunction on Mr Garbutt 
and his year-old business, 
banning them from continuing to trade under 
the name, as well as ordering him to pay 
£16,000 court costs. 

Mr Garbutt has now lodged an appeal 
against the decision, but is insistent that he 


will not pay and will go to jail for contempt of 
court if necessary 

The co-owner of Ramsgate’s Surin restau¬ 
rant said: “I was contacted by a lawyer about 
six months ago saying their clients had reg¬ 
istered the name integrity 

“I was amazed. How can you register a 
word as common as integrity? It’s like regis¬ 
tering Kent, or happy, or 
newspaper. You can’t regis¬ 
ter common words, I know 
from my advertising experi¬ 
ence that you can’t do that. 

“So, I was dragged 
through court. I offered at 
every stage to mediate out¬ 
side of court to come to an 
agreement and try to make 
this go away, but they [per¬ 
sisted] and eventually took 
me to the High Court. 

“The whole thing should¬ 
n’t have happened at all. I 
am refusing to pay them, in 
fact, I should have paid 
them last week.” 

Simon Palmer of Palmer 
Biggs Solicitors, which is 
representing Integrity 
Design, would not comment 
on the case specifically, but did defend a com¬ 
pany’s right to trademark a single word. 

He said: “It is perfectly legal to register a 
word like that as trademark. Jaguar cars 
owns the word Jaguar.”

DISGRACED former Tory 
Cabinet minister Jonathan 
Aitken has explained how his 
experience of jail will help 
with his new role as a prison 
reformer. 

The 65-year-old, who lost his South 
Thanet seat at the 1997 general election 
after 23 years, was jailed for 18 months 
for perjury in 1999. 

Now, he is to serve as a member of the 
independent think tank, the Centre for 
Social Justice, which advises Conservative 
leader David Cameron. 

In an interview with KOS Media, he 
said his first-hand experience of the 
criminal justice system would assist him 
in putting forward ideas. 

“It’s an unpaid job,” said Mr Aitken. 
“I’m going to be the chairman of the 
group which looks into prison reform. 

“The think tank is run by [former 
Conservative leader] Iain Duncan Smith 
and has a separate but close relationship 
with the Opposition. 

Psychologists 

“There is a growing general recogni¬ 
tion that our prisons are in a state 
approaching crisis. 

“There is overcrowding and its huge 
knock-on effects. 

“Then there is the drug problem and 
the repeat offending issue.” 

Mr Aitken said a vast number of young 
offenders reoffend within just two years 
of being freed from jails and the rehabil¬ 
itation issue is one that desperately 
needed to be addressed. 

He explained: “Even though I have 
been in jail I have not gone soft on the 
idea of people being sent to prison. 

“I absolutely know that there are some 
people who need to be locked up. 

“But we are not getting enough people 
off the revolving carousel of crime. 

“The major question is what can we do 
as a society to tackle these issues.” 

Mr Aitken said as well as having “been 
through the system” he is working active¬ 
ly with a number of prison charities. 

One is the Prison Fellowship

International, which tackles the 
issue of crime and punishment on 
a global scale, and another is con¬ 
cerned with caring for ex-offend¬ 
ers. 

“I think I am fairly well informed 
and I have got a team of distin¬ 
guished persons to work with me. 

“There are criminal psycholo¬ 
gists, those with experience of 
running prisons and even three 
ex-inmates who have turned their 
lives around and now contribut¬ 
ing positively to society. 

“This group is going to look into 
ways to reform the whole system 
with new thinking and new ideas. 


“We aim to get together as soon 
as next week.” 

In an interview with Kent on 
Sunday in 2004, Mr Aitken 
revealed he was considering 
standing for his old parliamen¬ 
tary seat in South Thanet for the 
UK Independence Party. 

“There’s a temptation there, an 
interest there, so I am genuinely 
pondering it in a hesitant way,” he 
said at the time, but did not run in 
the end. 

Bible 

Mr Aitken quit his Cabinet job 
as chief secretary to the Treasury 
in 1995 so he could sue The 
Guardian over reports that he 
had breached ministerial rules by 
staying as the guest of a Saudi 
businessman at the Paris Ritz. 

When he began his legal action, 
he memorably claimed the “sim¬ 
ple sword of truth” would help 
him win. 

But the case collapsed in 1997 
and Mr Aitken was two years 
later found guilty of perjury and 
perverting the course of justice. 

He served nearly seven months 
of an 18-month sentence and was 
released in January 2000. 

While in prison, Mr Aitken said 
he rediscovered the Bible. He 
wrote of his time as a prisoner in 
the books Pride and Perjury, and 
Porridge and Passion.

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‘Hounding of C dill 
trust shifted focus 
from national issues’

THE furore surrounding the NHS 
trust at the centre of a superbug 
scandal took the focus off 
the national issues surrounding 
hospital-acquired infections, its 
former chairman has claimed. 

A damning Healthcare Commission report 
into two outbreaks of Clostridium difficile at 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust’s hospitals hit headlines across the 
country after its publication last month. 

The watchdog blamed poor leadership for 
a “litany of errors” which led to the deaths of 
90 patients from the diarrhoea bug. 

Spotlight 

James Lee, who resigned a week after the 
results of the commission’s investigation 
were made public, has questioned the way 
the outbreaks have been portrayed. 

In a letter to The Times, he wrote: 
“I sincerely believe that the Healthcare 
Commission had originally intended to draw 
attention to the national issues concerning 
C difficile. 

“The hounding of Maidstone has had the 
unfortunate effect of taking the spotlight off 
the national issues.” 

In response to Mr Lee’s letter, the commission 
said its report and the prominence of its 


findings in the national media had thrust 
superbugs into the spotlight. 

Mr Lee’s letter also said: “The public have 
been led to believe this trust effectively killed 
90 patients - people who would otherwise 
have survived their hospital stay. 

“The Department of Health has done 
nothing to place these deaths in their proper 
context.” 

He said using the “internationally 
accepted” figure for mortality, it could be 
estimated that 8,752 people may have died 
from C diff in England during the time of 
the 90 deaths at the trust. 

He added: “The truth is that the deaths at 
our trust accounted for just one per cent of 
the national picture.” 

Mr Lee said that C diff cases had trebled 
between 2002 and 2005. 

“I am well aware that my arguments may 
seem to discount the fact that 90 elderly 
people died under terrible circumstances,” 
said the 64-year-old, who was appointed 
chairman of the board in 2003. 

A spokeswoman for the watchdog said the 
commission shared Mr Lee’s concerns that all 
healthcare organisations should learn lessons 
from what happened at the Kent trust. 

She said: “The Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells report has thrown infection control into 
the national spotlight. 

“It has been sent to every NHS trust in the 
country and boards are expected to take note 
of the findings and identify where they can 
make improvements to better protect patients 
from healthcare-associated infections.”

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Gardening leave 
chief exec facing 
disciplinary case

A COUNCIL chief executive 
who has been on ‘gardening 
leave’ for nearly a year is to 
face a disciplinary hearing 
in January. 

Mark Bilsborough, 47, who is on 
about £100,000 a year, has been on 
fully paid leave from Swale Borough 
Council since December 2006. 

Now, following the meeting of an 
‘investigatory panel’ in August, the 
council has decided to appoint John 
Bowers QC, a specialist in 
employment and discrimination 
law, to probe the case. 

The council said it expects a 
disciplinary hearing to take place in 
before the end of January 2008. 

A spokeswoman said: “Following a 
meeting of an investigatory panel at 
the end of August, it was agreed to 
appoint a Designated Independent 
Person (DIP) to carry out a full 
investigation into the conduct of 
Swale Borough Council chief 
executive, Mark Bilsborough. John 
Bowers QC has been appointed as 
that person.” 

But she said the hearings, which 
will be in private, would not take 
place until at least January. 

“Much depends on the work 
commitments of the lawyers and 
[the QC] who have to find a date 
that they are all available to hold

the disciplinary hearing, which will 
be held in London. 

“Provisional dates have been 
identified between January 10 and 
28 in 2008.” 

Matthew Sinclair, policy analyst at 
the Taxpayers Alliance, criticised the 
time it has taken to resolve the case. 

He said: “Residents in Swale 
borough have seen their council tax 
rise year after year. They shouldn’t be 
paying an enormous salary to a 
council official who isn’t even in work. 

“Too many times we’ve seen 
taxpayers footing the bill for lingering 
disciplinary proceedings that should 
be dealt with more quickly.” 

And Swale has warned that 
council tax is set to rise even more in 
the next few years. The council’s 
corporate plan 2007-11, which is due 


to be published at the end of this 
month, predicts a deficit of £642,000 
in 2008-09 and £1.5m by 2010-11. 

The report proposes a council tax 
rise of 2.98 per cent for 2007-08 and 
an increase of “at least four per cent 
for subsequent years”. 

In the foreword to the report, 
council leader Cllr Andrew Bowles 
says: “Resources are finite and we 
must be sure to focus them on our 
priorities. We will seek to optimise 
the resources available to us by 
investing in motivated and 
committed staff, making better use 
of council assets and securing 
investment from external sources.” 

When contacted by this 
newspaper, Cllr Bowles said he 
could understand residents’ anger 
at having to fork out more council 
tax while the authority has paid 
tens of thousands of pounds to Mr 
Bilsborough on gardening leave. 

“[But] if they were in that 
disciplinary situation they would 
expect the same protection as laid 
down by Parliament.” 

Cllr Bowles added that he was 
“terribly frustrated” the process had 
taken so long. “It does take an 
inordinate amount of time to reach 
a resolution,” he said. 

Mr Bilsborough took charge of the 
council in January 2006, after 
working as strategy director at the 
Government Office for the South 
East.

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Dreaming of Hollywood 


Scriptwriter wing for place 
among Tinseltown’s p layers

BREAKING into the movie busi¬ 
ness is a very difficult thing to do, 
but few have tried harder than 
Ben Trebilcook. 

The budding scriptwriter and producer has 
suffered rejection after rejection, but after a 
decade of trying to make a name for himself in 
Hollywood and at film festivals the world over 
it seems the tide may finally be turning. 

The 32-year-old part-time teacher from 
Dartford, whose scripts for Die Hard 4 and 
Mission: Impossible 3 caught the eye of 
Hollywood executives, now has two projects in 
the pipeline which he hopes will catapult him 
into the limelight. 

The first is an MI6 spy thriller called 
Vauxhall Crossed, for which he claims to have 
lined up stars including Joseph Fiennes, Kelly 
Brook and Holly Valance, as well as possibly 
Kate Winslet and Emily Blunt, while the other 
is a TV detective show called Coast to Coast 
starring The Full Monty’s Hugo Speer and set 
partly in Kent. 

The ambitious scriptwriter said that despite 
his Die Hard 4 and Mission: Impossible 3 scripts 
not making the final cut, they opened doors for 
him in the industry’s corridors of power. 

He said: “There was a lot of buzz about the 
Die Hard script and then I got a call from 


somebody at Tom Cruise’s production compa¬ 
ny Cruise-Wagner. They had seen a script of 
mine and they wanted me to do a screenplay 
for M:I3. In the end they used elements from 
it in the final version, although they didn’t use 
the script wholesale. 

“It is a cut-throat business. There are lots of 
young, hungry people trying to get noticed, but 
many are also very naive. I am by no means 
where I want to be at this stage, but I have 
made such brilliant contacts.” 

Mr Trebilcook has spent time living in Los 
Angeles and has travelled to film festivals to 
make contacts with producers and actors. He 
is now in talks with backers in attempts to 
raise around £20 million to make Vauxhall 
Crossed. 

Interest 

He continued: “I’m very confident. We want 
it to be a European production and we have 
had so much interest. We have just brought 
on board Philip Schulz-Deyle, who was the 
co-producer of The Aviator, and a lot of actors 
are interested. 

“Kate Winslet is reading the script at the 
moment and I have written a role for Kelly 
Brook. She wanted to play the lead, which is 
an MI6 agent. 

“It’s funny actually, I was meant to meet 
her about the film a little while ago in LA 
but we got our wires crossed. I thought I was 
meeting her at her agency and she thought 
she was meeting me at my hotel. She was 
walking around the pool looking for me. My 


agent said he couldn’t believe I’d stood up 
Kelly Brook.” 

Mr Trebilcook, whose father was a police offi¬ 
cer, also has a director and cast lined up for 
Coast to Coast, which he said was currently 
being looked at by ITV and Channel Five. 

Alongside Hugo Speer, who would play 
London detective John Coast, would be Lisa 
Faulkner and The Office’s Ewen Macintosh. 


It has been rejected by the BBC, but he insist¬ 
ed that he would be able to produce a pilot 
episode even if other channels turn it down. 

“I have come a long way since I was working 
at a supermarket in Bexleyheath trying to get 
on to directing and producing courses,” he 
added. 

“Making a film or a TV series is very diffi¬ 
cult, but I am sure I will get there.”

No mistakes 

THE Thames Gateway project will have a 
profound effect on the lives of the people of 
this county for generations to come. 

The last thing anybody wants is to see the 
same mistakes as those made in the 1960s, 
when high-rise tower blocks were built, 
leading to alienation for residents and the 
loss of any sense of community 

Hilary Newport from the Kent CPRE’s 
comment, that there had been a shift from 
regeneration to growth, is a perceptive one 
and highlights what many people will be 
fearing. 

The politicians, planners and developers 
have a responsibility to future generations 
to make sure the homes are fit for family 
life, and that the necessary schools, shops, 
roads and other facilities are in place. 

Sexual violence 

SHOCKING attitudes towards rape need 
to be addressed and victims need more 
support in order for conviction rates to be 
improved. 

A staggering one third of people believed 
that a woman was partly responsible for the 
rape if she was wearing revealing clothes, 
was drinking or flirting with her attacker. 

These are the kinds of attitudes and 
prejudices that women face after they have 
experienced unimaginable trauma and pain. 

David Cameron has rightly thrust rape 
into the limelight and highlighted a topic 
many feel has been marginalised. 

It is now time for real discussion about 
how these issues should be tackled. 

The Government needs to listen to 
support groups which say that more 
funding should be available centrally for 
crisis centres before anymore are lost.

It was highlighted that in Kent 
the annual spend on welfare 
benefits for people of working age 
totals £1.7bn. This exceeds Kent 
County Council’s annual budget 
to educate more than 200,000 
young people, providing care for 
the elderly and vulnerable, 
disposing of all domestic waste in 
the county, maintaining our roads 
and providing community 
facilities such as libraries and 
Adult Education. 

More than 11 per cent of the 
working age population are in 
receipt of benefits. It’s a fact that a 
person who has been claiming 
incapacity benefit for more than 
two years is more likely to die or 
retire than return to work. 
Worryingly, the fastest growing 
group of long-term incapacity 
benefit claimants is aged under 
25. So what’s KCC doing to tackle 
this growth in benefit dependency 
and public expenditure? 

Four years ago KCC established 
the Supporting Independence 
Programme to get the long-term 
unemployed back into work. 

This programme has produced 
some very promising outcomes, 
helping to support 250 long-term 
incapacity benefit claimants back 
into work. This results in an 
annual saving of around £1.5m on 
incapacity and housing benefit. 

If we are to deliver a significant 
reduction in welfare claimants, 
we need to transform the 
mindsets and ambitions of young

people through the provision of 
stimulating opportunities in our 
schools, targeted at raising 
ambitions and developing the 
skills needed for successful 
employment in an increasingly 
competitive world economy. 

To do this, KCC has established 
what we refer to as a ‘14-24 
Innovation Unit’, which works in 
partnership with schools and 
businesses to develop a range of 
activities that will deliver this 
necessary transformation. 

We have now established in our 
secondary schools real diversity 
and choice for young people. This 
year 4,000 students have chosen a 
vocational course, including 
construction, engineering, 

horticulture, social care, IT and 
many more delivered by newly 
trained teachers in first-class 
bespoke facilities situated across 
the 19 vocational centres in Kent. 

Equipping young people with 
essential life skills will also 
enable them to fulfil their 
potential. 

An essential component of this 
programme is to give all our 
young people the very best 
careers advice and guidance so 
they make the right individual 
choices for their future and fulfil 


their potential. For example, 
choices at 16 can include enrolling 
on an apprenticeship, staying on 
at a school, opting for a further 
education college, entering full¬ 
time employment, or for those 
contemplating university, helping 
them to choose the right degree 
course that will hopefully lead to 
a fulfilling career. 

We believe a significant number 
of post-16 students are best suited 
to apprenticeships. They are fed 
up with being institutionalised 
and, having developed the 
necessary skills, are hungry to get 
into the workplace and, 
importantly, earn money. 

KCC is taking the lead by 
promising to deliver 1,000 
apprenticeships by 2010.

The former nationalised 
industries - including the 
railways, docks and water boards 
- used to take on apprentices in 
droves. Sadly, numbers have 
declined dramatically in recent 
years. I believe private companies 
with large-scale public sector 
contracts linked with the 
Olympics and other capital 
programmes should be required to 
take on apprentices. 

KCC itself purchases services 
for its residents from the private 
and voluntary sector in excess of 
£lbn. We must make sure the 
private sector responds to the 
challenge, offering opportunities 
and sustained employment for 
young people leaving education. 
With work-ready young people 
graduating from the vocational 
centres in Kent, there is an 
enormous range of talent on offer. 
Our young people must be able to 
compete with the skill sets of their 
Eastern European counterparts. 
We must do all we can to support 
our young people.

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The voting system needs reform 


Most elections are decided on only 
a few marginal seats. 

This produces an 
unrepresentative Parliament 
where most votes do not really 
count. We should campaign for a 
voting system that is broadly 
proportional that increases the 
accountability of MPs and ensures 
that votes influence the outcome. 

We must ensure all votes have 
equal value and allow electors to 
vote for their favoured candidates 
without fear of wasting their votes. 

This can be achieved by 
proportional representation. 

Tony Blair promised in 1997, 
2001 and again in 2005 Labour 
manifestos that a referendum 
would be given to the British 
public to allow them the choice of 
a fairer voting system. 

In 1998 he set up a Royal 
Commission and the findings of 
this commission are still ongoing. 

He had no intention of giving 
the public a referendum, so we 
should start a campaign to get the 


voting system changed. 

It’s beneficial for both the Labour 
and Conservatives to keep the first- 
pass-the-post system, but it’s not 
beneficial for parties such as Lib 
Dems, Ukip, or the Green Party. 
The Electoral Reform Society has 
been pushing for a change for 
many years, so we would not be 
alone in demanding a change. 

In spite of winning only 35.2 per 
cent of the votes under the first- 
pass-the-post system and only 
21.6 per cent of the electorate as a 
whole, New Labour was returned 
with an overall majority of 66 and 
in spite of coming first in the 
popular vote the Tories won 93 
fewer seats than Labour. 

In its 2005 manifesto Labour 
made the following pledge: “A 
referendum remains the right 
way to agree any change for 
Westminster.” 

Ukip has 12 MEPs in the 
European Parliament due to 
proportional representation voting. 

Israel, Canada, Australia, and 


most European countries have 
some form of proportional 
representation. 

Labour wanted to change the 
voting system in the UK in 1930 
but the Commons disagreed, so it 
was not until the 1950 that the 
first-past-the-post system was 
introduced. 

The Electoral Reform Society 
has stated that had the pure 
proportional system been in force 
in the May 2005 general election 
the Ukip would have had 12 MPs 
in Westminster and the Greens six 
MPs. 

The first-past-the-post voting 
system distorts representation 
allowing MPs to be elected with 
only a minority vote. 

The introduction of regional 
assemblies has held up any 
further discussions on PR at 
Westminster, which are mainly 
held behind closed doors and their 
findings never made public.

Still, the Clubman does address 
a call for more room, while boot 
space is also up by 100 litres to 
260 and accessed by side-opening 
back doors - a retro touch that fits 
the car better than a modern-day 
lift-up tailgate. 


Affordable reborn Fiat icon 


MUCH has been written 
about Fiat challenging the 
Mini with its own reborn 
motoring icon, the 500. 

But newly-announced UK 
prices for the Italian baby 
show the car also remains 
true to its ‘people’s car’ roots. 

Yes, upmarket versions will 
be well-appointed rivals to 
the Mini, but Fiat 500 owner¬ 
ship starts at just £7,900 for 
the 69bhp 1.2 Pop entry 
model, a price that compares 
well with many budget cars. 

Indeed, one of the three- 
door 500’s biggest rivals will 


be the five-door Panda upon 
which it is based. 

The Pop comes with all the 
features expected at the 
budget end, but market 
attention will focus more on 
the top of the 500 line-up 
when it goes on sale here in 
January. 

The 1.3 diesel and 1.4 
petrol Sport and Lounge flag¬ 
ships (£10,700) still look 
remarkably good value 
though and bring a Blue & 
MeTM hands-free media sys¬ 
tem, air con and 15-inch 
alloys as standard. 




Small diesels gather favour 


USED diesel supermini values have rocketed, 
with premiums over equivalent petrol models 
doubling in some cases over the past year. 

According to market watchers at the trade 
‘bible’, Glass’s Guide two- and three-year-old 
diesel examples of best-sellers like the Ford 
Fiesta (pictured) and Peugeot 206, for 
instance, command £500 more than petrol 
rivals now when the margin was just £200 a 
year ago. 

The trend is attributed not only to economy, 
but also to increasing diesel refinement at this 
end of the market.

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Honda’s sixth sense 




WE like to think that French and 
Italian brands are quirky, but 
Japan’s Honda also has a habit of 
thinking outside the box. 

And the box in question here is the people 
carrier, where Honda’s solution to the conun¬ 
drum of packing more than five people into 
compact dimensions plus space for their 
luggage - within reason - is a masterpiece. 

Instead of the standard midi-MPV (multi¬ 
purpose vehicle) solution of offering five seats 
and two excuses for a further pair, the 
Japanese brand went for two rows of three 
abreast. 

Admittedly, Fiat used the same format for its 
earlier Multipla, but packaged the whole thing 
in a bug-eyed body that could be a taxi from 
Planet Zod. 

Honda’s FR-V is elegant alongside that, with 
the arced tailgate glass being a nice touch. 

It is also beautifully screwed together in typ¬ 
ical Honda style, an impression underlined 
when you grab the high quality brushed alloy 
door handles. 

The visual and tactile treat continues inside, 
especially in the flagship EX trim of the test 
car, with its soft leather seating. 

All six seats are proper adult size, but the 
piece de resistance is the way the centre seats 
in each row can be staggered back from their 


neighbours, allowing a child - in kiddy seat or 
on booster - to sit between and slightly back 
from mum and dad, while still allowing the 
middle rear passenger to have some legroom. 

However, both these seats have to be pulled 
forward while the seat belt is being fastened, 
before they can then be pushed backwards. 

The front middle seat also flops down to offer 
two pairs of cup holders each to front and rear 
passengers, plus picnic trays and bins. 

There is decent stowage elsewhere in the car 
as well as a 439-litre boot - it would not dis¬ 
grace a car in the family sector - that can be 
extended to van proportions by the rear row of 


seats folding completely flat. 

On the road, the FR-V sits lower than many 
rivals and heels less into the bends, but the 
suspension is not so taut that comfort levels 
are compromised, laden or unladen. 

With the 138bhp 2.2-litre turbodiesel fitted 
to the test car - the so-called ‘whispering 
diesel’ seen in several Honda models - the FR- 
V can be made to hustle along nicely too. 

The alternative power option is a 1.8 petrol 
unit of identical output, but inferior accelera¬ 
tion and economy, so the refined diesel is the 
banker here; it is suited to all situations and 
will cruise the motorway in style aided by the

flexibility of the six-speed gearbox. 

However, as noted on earlier drives of the 
FR-V, the slightly slab-sided nature of the car 
- allowing extra elbow room for the three 
abreast layout - can cause cabin noise in a 
buffeting wind. 

But this is a minor gripe compared with the 
rather lifeless feel of the gearshift; the location 
next to the steering wheel makes it close to 
hand and aids the three-abreast seating, but it 
sometimes feels like you are stirring thick cus¬ 
tard rather than changing gear. 

It is a shame, because the FR-V would other¬ 
wise be a joy to drive - for an MPV.

VAUXHALL has tackled a new 
frontier in more ways than one 
with its new Antara 4x4. 

First, the cultured newcomer is a belated 
replacement for VauxhaH’s previous 4x4 offer¬ 
ing, the Frontera, which met an untimely 
demise in 2003... it was long overdue. 

Second, the Antara signals VauxhaH’s inten¬ 
tion to position itself more upmarket in the 
same way that mainstream rival Ford has 
done with the latest Mondeo. 

Pressure on the Antara is all the greater 
because it has a sister model, the Chevrolet 
Captiva - built at the same Korean plant - 
undercutting it on price. 

In a bid to distance the Vauxhall from its 
Value brand’ sister then, the Antara has been 
given a cleaner look and neat detailing such as 
the Jaguar/Range Rover-style vents behind 
the front wheel arches. 

Vauxhall has also delivered one of its 
classiest interiors, with a sharply styled 
dashboard, quality plastics and switchgear, 
plus alloy touches - I particularly liked the 
section let into the wheel, though the band 
around the top of the centre binnacle reflects 
badly onto the windscreen.

You don’t need a test drive to pick the best 
engine option either: the entry choice is a 
138bhp 2.4 petrol, which allows Antara prices 
in budget ‘E’ trim to start at less than £20,000. 

The reality is that nobody would go for this 
weaker and thirstier unit instead of the 2.0 
148bhp diesel alternative. 

But the diesel is not all good news; I drove an 
Antara with an auto ‘box at launch time and 
thought the unit quite refined for the class, but 
I have since driven some rivals and been less 
impressed by the Vauxhall’s top-end refine¬ 
ment, though a sixth gear is a possible fix. 

The biggest problem for this otherwise 


impressive car though is badge versus price; 
despite Vauxhall’s upmarket aspirations, the 
car’s ‘Griffon’ badge simply does not have the 
cachet to carry off optimistic list prices 
imposed by the need to stay ahead of the 
Chevrolet Captiva. 

The problem is made worse because the 
Chevy can also be specified with seven seats - 
though don’t bet against the Vauxhall gaining 
the extra pair later. 

The bottom line though is that a seven-seat 
Hyundai Santa Fe plus five-year warranty 
looks a better deal than both cars at present. 

A bit of price realignment is called for at 
Vauxhall, I think...

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Firms warned: ‘Act 
now on worker law’

TOO many Kent businesses are 
running the risk of losing every¬ 
thing by failing to properly under¬ 
stand disciplinary procedures. 

There are rules set down that must be fol¬ 
lowed in the event of a member of staff being 
disciplined. 

If bosses get this wrong, they could find 
themselves before an employment tribunal 
facing possible catastrophic payouts. 

That’s the stark warning from Calibre HR 
and Training, based in Ashford. 

The company said employers continue to 
run huge risks by failing to properly manage 
disciplinary issues in the workplace. 

Calibre estimated that up to a half of all 
local small and medium enterprises could 
still be making mistakes in managing the 
grievance and disciplinary process. 

Company spokeswoman Tara Lloyd said: 
“Although the revised rules for handling 
these cases have been in place since the 
introduction of the statutory discipline and 
grievance procedures in October 2004, we 
are seeing no improvement in the number of 
firms which continue to get this wrong at the 


time they first come to us for help. 

“The statutory procedures are a compulsory 
minimum standard and all businesses, what¬ 
ever their size, are required by law to have 
disciplinary and grievance policies in place 
and to communicate these to employees. 

“However, many companies don’t realise 
that the law applies to them, while others 
buy a policy - or find one somewhere - and 
don’t really understand its implications. 

“Employment legislation changes all the 
time, and the practical application of the pol¬ 
icy is just as important as having a policy in 
the first place.” 

Meticulous 

She said SMEs focused more on the actual 
law rather than the process of applying it in 
the workplace - which is a big risk. 

(t We are urging all employers to check their 
policies are up-to-date and that they are 
being applied meticulously and consistently. 

“There is lots of information available on 
the web to help, for instance 
www.acas.org.uk. But if they are in any 
doubt, employers and managers should seek 
help immediately, not just when a discipli¬ 
nary issue arises. It really is a case of act now, 
before it is too late.”

A GREEN organisation has called on Kent 
companies to think about the kind of packag¬ 
ing they use on their products and take 
action to reduce their environmental impact. 

The Government has already said it 
wants to set tougher targets on packaging 
waste in order to meet its obligations under 
the EC Packaging Directive. 

Environwise said firms need to design- 
out unnecessary layers of packaging, using 
simple measures to reduce the need for 
padding and fillers, such as drawing on air 
pressure or altering box design, or even just 
use shrinkwrap. 

That can be more efficient while offering 
the same level of protection of cardboard at 
30 per cent of the weight.

Scientist puts Oli on path to Beijing 


THE efforts of a Kent professor 
could help a cyclist find Olympic 
success in China next year. 

Professor Louis Passfield, the 
University of Kent’s director for the 
Centre for Sports Studies, is work¬ 
ing with racer Oli Beckingsale who 
has won both the National 
Mountain Biking Championships 
and National Series for two years 
running. 

The cross-country racer from 
Bristol took second place in the 
Commonwealth Games of 2006 and 
sixth place in the European 
Championships of 2005. 

Now Prof Passfield believes Oli, 


31, who competed at the Olympics in 
Sydney and Athens, can ride even 
higher on the world stage. 

He said: “Oli will be going into an 
Olympics with more ambition than 
ever before. 

“The Beijing Games will present 
steep challenges, such as stifling 
humidity, so Oli needs to be in the 
best possible shape. It’s part of my 
brief to put together the right type 
of training - for instance, to repli¬ 
cate the hot conditions of Beijing in 
a sports laboratory environment, 
and to put him through rigorous 
conditioning exercises. 

“As a coach, it’s hugely rewarding 


to know you have made a difference 
to the overall preparation of an elite 
athlete. If he were to win a medal 
that would be a tremendous thrill 
for me.” 

Medway-based Professor Passfield 
has worked as a consultant in sports 
science and sports nutrition for more 
than 15 years, many with top gold 
medal-winning cyclists. 

The University of Kent plans to 
provide professional training camps 
at the Medway campus, which 
will help elite athletes prepare for 
the London 2012 Games, using its 
state-of-the-art sports therapy and 
rehabilitation facilities.

How revolutionary takeover means 
20,000 ‘directors’ will have a say in 
how club is run and team is picked

A WEEK ago, Ebbsfleet United 
were a small non-league club 
striving for success with gates of 
around 1,000. But what a differ¬ 
ence a week makes after they 
found themselves at the forefront 
of a football phenomenon. 

On Tuesday, the Blue Square Premier 
outfit were taken over by 20,000 football 
fans who are members of the website, 
MyFootballClub.co.uk. 

The website has 50,000 members regis¬ 
tered online, but 20,000 of them each put £35 
in to put together a bid to take control of a 
football club. 

Their offer of £700,000 was accepted this 
week by Ebbsfleet and has netted footie fans 
from around the world a 51 per cent stake in 
the Kent-based club. 

Once the contracts are all signed and sealed 
in the New Year, Ebbsfleet will become the 
first internet-owned club in the UK. 

Choice 

It now means the Fleet have 20,000 direc¬ 
tors who will each have a say in the running 
of the club and an input in the starting line¬ 
up and who the club goes for in the transfer 
market. 

The website had looked at League One 
clubs Leeds United and Nottingham Forest, 
but the huge debts swayed them and instead 
plumped for the Conference side. 

Will Brooks, MyFootballClub creator, said: 
(t We believe Ebbsfleet United is the perfect 
choice. We hope MyFootballClub members 
and Ebbsfleet United supporters will join 
forces and make the football club more sus¬ 
tainable and successful.” 

The new concept means that Liam Daish, 
who has been in charge at Stonebridge Road 
since 2005, will now revert to head coach 
from his position as manager.

He will no longer pick the team, but advise 
members who should play. This process will 
not begin until the deal has been legally 
finalised. 

Daish said: “I was a bit sceptical when I 
first heard the news, but now I am excited 
about the future. The positives outweigh the 
negatives. It is an exciting time. 

“The concept is brand new and we will see 
how it goes, but it will certainly be an adven¬ 
ture. There will be a lot of briefing going on 
between myself and the new directors. 

“I will have to get to know them and they 
will have to know what I am about. 
Hopefully the only way is up.” 

The regular income from the new mem¬ 
bers will clear the club’s debts and the aim 
is for the team to progress into a full-time 
professional outfit. 

Fleet chairman Jason Botley has given 
assurances that no one at the club will lose 
their jobs and said the opportunity was one 
too good to turn down. 

“The board, Liam Daish and his coaching 
staff, club employees and myself are united in 
believing this is great opportunity for 


Ebbsfleet United,” he said. “This extra finance 
and support will enable our club to progress.” 

The current board will function in a non¬ 
executive role and look after the day-to-day 
running of the club. 

However, the venture may not be to the 
liking of some fans, but many are said to 
be delighted. 

Roly Edwards, club secretary and a life¬ 
long fan said: “I have been a fan since 1964 
and for me this is the biggest thing to happen 
to Ebbsfleet in the club’s history and I am 
really excited for the future. 

“Like a lot of the fans, I understand there 
will be a few who will not like the change. At 
first I thought it was a gimmick. However, 
since I have got to know the people behind 
MyFootballClub and the philosophy and how 
it is going to function, I am fully backing it.” 

The new opportunity means players no 
longer have a manager to impress week in 
week out, but 20,000 directors who have 
never seen them play. 

Striker Chukki Eribenne said: “I guess 
my first reaction was a feeling of curiosity. 
As I found out more about the takeover I 
think it is going to be a bright and exciting 
future for the club. The way I see it, my job 
hasn’t changed.” 

The one party that will certainly be 
delighted with the takeover are the 
MyfootballClub members. 

Tom Kingham, 20, a university student 
from Enfield, is delighted to have been given 
an opportunity to have a say in the running 
of a real club. 

He said: “I just thought it would be inter¬ 
esting. It is every boy’s dream to be a chair¬ 
man and a manager of a football club. 

“It was only £35 and now I can say I am 
a joint owner of a football club. I think 
they will send me an email every week with 
various club votes like ‘should we transfer 
this player or sign this player?’.”

KENT are on the verge of 
announcing three signings to 
bolster their squad ahead of a 
new era for the county, as 
plans for the £10 million rede¬ 
velopment of the St Lawrence 
Ground gather pace. 

The county has been relatively quiet in 
the winter period, with only Martin 
Saggers offered a two-year deal, but plans 
are in place to add to the batting and 
bowling departments to ensure the club is 
fighting on all fronts next season. 

Kent’s commercial and operations direc¬ 
tor, Jon Fordham, told KoS that the coun¬ 
ty are in the process of negotiating deals 
with the new players. 

He said: “We hope to have an announce¬ 
ment about two or three new signings in 
the next couple of weeks. 

International 

‘We would like one top-class interna¬ 
tional player for a whole year, but that is 
a contradiction in itself because during 
the season, they are likely to be picked by 
their country. Yasir Arafat had a good sea¬ 
son for us last season and I hope he will be 
back next year.” 

Robert Key has been reappointed 
captain of the side and KoS can reveal 
he was called by England chairman of 
selectors David Graveney last week and is 
now on standby for the Test Match series 
in Sri Lanka and New Zealand. 

He said: “England are only playing 
three Tests in Sri Lanka, all in December, 
but if they have injuries to their opening 
batsmen then I’m one of those in the 
frame. That’s a long shot, but it’s nice to 
know I’m still in the selectors’ thoughts.” 

Veteran spinner Min Patel has been 
thrown a lifeline after missing the entire 
season through injury. He will be succeeded 
by Martin van Jaarsveld as vice-captain, 
but has an opportunity to win a contract 
with Kent if he gets back to full fitness.

Fordham said: “It is a case of prove your 
fitness and there is a place here for you. It 
is very much the same case as when 
Martin Saggers went to Essex to gain 
match fitness. 

“Min is still a class act. Spinners don’t 
mature until they have had a few seasons 
behind them. Ashley Giles and Shaun 
Udal are a case in point. If Min can prove 
his fitness, he still has a future here.” 

Work begins on the redevelopment of 
the St Lawrence Ground in February, 
which includes the construction of a 
130-bedroom hotel and fitness suite and a 
residential development of 73 homes on 
the Bat and Ball car park and net area. 

The county was this week forced to 
insist it was “business as normal” despite 
the threat of legal action from a club 
member, which it was reported could 
hold up the development plans. 

Ben Moorhead, a lawyer from Wye, had 
asked chairman Carl Openshaw to reveal 
financial details of the sale of the land. 

Most members support the plans, said 
the club. Fordham said: ‘We are a busi¬ 
ness and a club that plays cricket 50 days 
of the year, so income for the other 315 
days of the year is vital if we are going to 


put a good team out that is strengthened with 
new players. 

‘We are at a crossroads - this place has not 
changed for decades. There will always be 
people that resist change, but if you want to 
take the club forward, change is the only way 
to do that. It is an exciting time for us. 

“You have got to have a stadium these days 
and not a ground, and St Lawrence has the 
potential of being a great stadium. I would 
like to think that a ground that has better 
infrastructure would be more appealing from 
an ECB point of view.” 

Kent’s aim is to become a venue that can 
compete for one-day international 
fixtures.When the facelift is finished in three 
years’ time, the ground will have new flood¬ 
lights, seating, scoreboards, conference facili¬ 
ties and both the Colin Cowdrey and Frank 
Woolley Stands will have been refurbished. 

Fordham added: “All we have been doing is 
papering over the cracks. If you can get one- 
day cricket here, it would bring with it a feel¬ 
ing that we are back in the big time. At the 
moment, that won’t happen.” 

Nottinghamshire are Kent’s first opponents 
of2008 at Canterbury and the St Lawrence is 
down to host the same number of games as 
last year. 

Fordham said: “There was probably a per¬ 
ception that we would take cricket away from 
Canterbury next year, but we don’t want to do 
that. We are trying to make sure the building 
is as unobtrusive as possible. There will be no 
work on a match day. It is business as normal.”
